RE CAUSES EXCITEMENT FOR A WHILE 


At one o'clock fire broke out in the |

HOW THE GERMANS WORK. 


U ng Hours and Lots of Eating Seem 
To Be the Rule. 

In an article on ‘The German at 
Home” in The World’s Work the au- | 
thor, J. H. Collins, states that in 
comparison with the Englishman | 
the German business man “works 
abominably long hours. He and his 
clerks are at work at eight in the 
morning. 

“At 9.50 everybody in the factory 
or warehouse ceases work for fifteen 
minjuutes to eat a bit of bread and 
butter, brought in the pocket. At 
noon two hours’ are allowed to go 
back home for a hearty dinner, In 
the afternoon is another stop for tea 
or coffee, after which everybody works 
through till 8 in the evening, so that 
the German business people are 
catching trams for home and supper 
about the time English people are 
going to the theatres. 

“Rven in retail shops and in fae- 
tories the pause, or ‘powza,’ as it is 
called in German, is rigidly observ. 
ed. Workinen stop in the morning 
and afternoon for bread and beer, 
served from their canteens, and every 
retail shop, large or small, has a 
place where clerks can warm and 
eat food. 

“The German has avast assort- 
ment of quaint beliefs about his 
stomach, Food must be put into it 
cautiously six or more times a day, 
and his strict ideas as to what may 
be done to the stomach and what 
may not lead him to condemn our 
three simple meals, His stomach 
guides him in selecting a wife, and 
its general state after marriage is the 
latter's rating of otticiency. Stomach 
governs a German's business ways, 
too, for just as he and his staff are 
wetting on with the day's work under 
a good head of steam the whole ma- 
chine ia stopped for a ‘powza’ and 
laboriously steamed up again after 
each anack, with the outcome that no 
tore real work is done usually than 
in our shorter day.

THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 


Reckless Bonusing of Branch Lines—| 


The Question Carefully Considered. 


The present railway situation cé 
for careful consideration. On the 
hand the development of Northwest- 
ern Canada dein sands railway facili- 
tiles, and on the other it is possible 
that railroads may be constructed In 
wrong disiricts and more imporiant } 
localities be neglected, The fact 1s} 
undeniable that hundreds of miles of 
branch roads have been and are being 
constructed that cannot pc yssibly pay 
the interest on thé first cost, to say 
nothing of the cost of equipment and 
operation, Look at thé parallel lines 
through the three western provinces. 
In many places there are three lines 
where the whole of the traffic obtain- 
able in the district is only sufficient 
for one, Many of these roads are not 
ten miles apart, and in several places 
they are not two. 

On examining any good railroad 
map of Western Canada we find that 
these parallel lines aggregate hund- 
reds of miles of railway, while there 
are many thousands of square miles 
of virgin territory entirely without 
the rairoad facilities they so urgently 
need and which they must have or 
of the

The trouble arises from the facility 
with which railway charters can be 
obtained, and the bonusing system, 
To illustrate: Say half a dozen men 
of no particular financial standing, 
meet and decide to get a charter for 
a railway. They decide on a scheme 
and ask the government for a char- 
ter, A liltle lobbying of parliament or 
legislature and they get ail they ask 
for, ‘Phey then ask for a bonus and 
get a bond guarantee for $13,000.00 
a mile.

Should the branch lines fail to make 
good, the trunk line company can re- 
fuse to be accountable for its actions, 
and can leave it to raift for itself. 
The results may be that the interest 
on the bonds of the branch lines com- 
pany is not peid and they will thes 
call on the government to pay it. 


Thus the trunk line company will 
have all the benefit of the traffic they 
would have got in any case, the 
branch lines company will pocket all 
the profits they mado on construction, 
and the people will pay the piper. 

Of course this game could only be 
worked on a_ railway bonused by 
guaranteed bonds. It could not be 
in constructing branch 
lines, on a road that paid the entire 
cost of their construction and opera- 
tion, without bond guarantee, out of 
its own treasury. 


Is it not time to call a halt in this 
bonusing business and the indiscri- 
minate giving of charters to railway 
promoters. The credit of the pro- 
vinees is not unlimited. Every mil- 
lion dollars worth of bonds guaran- 
teed 1s a million dollars taken from 
their borrowing power. The time will

As it is the Chief Source of the Re- 
venue of Pisa, {t Must be Made to 
Lean, Safely. 

When the leaning tower of Pisa 
five centuries ago, the

English architect sti¢eéeded in de- | 
monstrating that the tower instead | 


of being sutisfied with its record as 
the champion leaning thing of the) 
world—having been leaning since 
early in the fifteenth century—Was 
showing a decided inclination to see 
how mich farther it would lean with- 
out falling over.  Mistrusting the 
judgment of the tower in this rather 
delicate matter the Pisans engaged a 
commission of scientists to deter 
mine exactly whether the original 
architect had constructed the tower 
in such a manner as to make acroba- 
tic feats possible or whether its lean- 
ing proclivities had been accidently 
acquired, 

Professor Canavari, a noted geolog- 
ist, Professor Pizzetti, geodetist, 
Architects Benieri and Cocini and 
Engineer Gioyanni Cuppari were the 
men appointed to take the matter up 
with the tower. They first sank 
holes in the ground abou 100 feet 
from the centre of the tower, These 
showed that the tower really rested 
on sandy ground below which was 
anther gatratum of lime deposits 
similar to the surface one on which 
the tower was built. Then holes 
were sunk directly under the tower 
itself, and it was ascertained that 


\ the tower not only rests on uneven 


soil, but that its great welght. has 
caused the area immediately about 
it to sink considerably. This con- 
vinced the investigators that the 
ieaning tendency of the huge pile 
was not merely the freak idea of a 
medieval architect, but was due to 
changes in the earth’s surface caused 
by the weight of the tower and prob- 
ably by earthquakes. 

Stesp will be taken at once by the 
commission to see that the tower ot 
least continues to retain its inebria- 
ted angle without completely falling 
over and therefore destroying for the 
Pisans their principal source of re- 
venue which is derived from tcurists.

pass without a hail storm. However, 
itis understood that the premium | 
will be between 75 cents and $1 per 
acre in 1912,—Calgary Herald.

| Early Diagnosis and Quick Use of An. 
titoxin Imperative. 
Diphtheria,

It is an infectious and contagious 
occurs for the most part 
in children, although adultsaleo may 
suffer. It is due to the presence of 
a bacillus that lodges and. develops 
on the mucous- membrane of the re- 
spiratory passages, where it causes 
inflamimation and the growth of fib- 
rous, feltlike sheet which covers the 
surface. This sheet is the so-called 
false membrane, the visible evidence 
of the disease, in itself not dangerous 
except when it forms in the larynx. 
In that case it threatens death from 
choking. The real disease is the 
constitutional affection—fever, 
ium and depression, due to poisoning 
by the bacillary excretions, the toxin, 
absorbed into the blood from the mu- 
cous membranes where the bacilli 
have lodged. 

Diphtheria is one of the most con- 
tagious of diseases, although, as iia 
the case with other similar affections, 
not all who are ‘exposed suffer. It 


prevails chiefly where filth exists and | 


where the air is charged with emana- 
tions from decaying matter, with sew- 
e¢ gas, illuminating gas or exhalations 
from many persons crowded together 
in unventilated rooms. 

Authorities formerly held that the 
germs could linger for a long time in 
carpets, upholstered toys, especially 
woolly lambs and ‘teddy bears, books, 
but that is now doubted 
by many sanitarians, who contend 
that disinfection of the room in which 
4 child has been sick with diphtheria 
or disinéection of his playthings is 
unnecessary. Still, so long as a doubt 
exists it is obviously safer to disin- 
fect. It is quite certain, however, 
that .cats and dogs and probably 
birds, such as parrots, may .catch 
diphtheria from a sick child and so 
assist i the spread of the disease. 

The one sovereign remedy for diph- 
theria is antitoxin, 
given early to be certainly curative. 
For this reason an early diagnosis 
is imperative. The physician should 
be called at once to any child who 
has a sore throat if his throat is seen 
to be red or covered with whitish 
dots or streaks or patches of mem- 
brane. 

Karly treatment not only removes 
the danger of suffocation from the 
growth of membrane in the larynx, | 
but also makes much less probable 
the occurrence of the paralysis that is 
often such a distressing sequel of 
neglected or tardily treated diph- 
theria.

Shortly after wa 
received another general message 
stating, ‘Nothing more can be done; 
no need to stand by.’ We then left 
the scene and proceeded on our way.” 

Captain Moore said that soon as he 
turned about, he called all hands on 
deck and immediately put them to 
work getting boats ready to be low 
ered, allotting ropes and accommuds:

He placed men and crews, and had 
one sailor hoisted to the very. top of 
the mast, instructing him to keep a 
sharp lookout.
